A notice in today’s issue apolo- 
gized for mistakes in the paper 
and announced that it was put 
togethér “by improvized  ctayT 
ef devoted laborers.” An unidenti- 
fied reader who has devoted hi: 
energies for several months to 
writing letters to the editor com- 
plaining of mistakes “wi}jl cer-} 
tainly be obliged to stay awake’ 
day and night in order to live up 
to his task,” the notice observed. 

Higher Pay Sought 

‘About 30 of the paver's Chinesc 
etaff were on strike asking 
for higher salary and rice allow- 
ances as well as 1093 pounds of 
coal briquettes and half a picul of 
rice monthly. The demands, pre- 
sented Saturday, were met by a 
company. offer of consideration 
but the management said it was 
unable to go into the subject im- 
mediately. 

: Other lator disputes were being
